At. present it is impossible to make gold, but 
the extraordinary researches of Newlands, Mendelejeff, 
aud Meyer have thrown open for investigation a terri- 
tory that contains treasures beyond the power of the 
imagination to describe. Welsbach, following these 


investi split up the metal didymium into two 
other e! proving what had long been suspected 
by cbemists— some of the metals could be resolved 


into ‘simpler elements had we the requisite forces 
wherewith to break them up; and, as a proof of his 
discovery, he then reunited the new elements, phrsso- 
dyniom and nemodyniun, and gave us k the com- 
pound substance, didymium. Crookes published a 
series of brilliant axperimentals on the metal yttrium 
similarly breaking up this element into a number o' 
substanceds, which he united in to reproduce the 
original yttrium. Gruenwald, from spectroscopic in- 
vestigations, infers that all our elements can re- 
duced to two primal forms of matter. “These facts,” 
the. writer of an article in a late number of the Nortn 
AmuRicaN Review says, “make it probable that the 
so-called chemical elements are not really elements, 
but com which in time-we shall be able to 
separate into their constituents, to reproduce by 
combining with other substances. Among the heavy ele- 
mentse—and hence those ‘that would be expected to 
sdoney to the searching attacks of the chemist—is gold. 

t is not inwprobable that in time it will become possible 
to make gold in large quantities, an event which 
would throw it out of use as a standard of value, so 
far as it derives its own value from its rarity.”

So far as our experience goes, the 
type from which they are printed, though small, is 
usually clear, The paper is plenty good enough for 
its purpose, and, altogether, there is no need why 
the perusal of them should have a bad effect upon 
eyes of normal strength.
